a light source emitting an incident beam; 

an optical path changing unit altering a traveling path of the incident beam; 
an objective lens focusing the incident beam from the light source to form a light spot on 
the optical disk; 

a photodetector receiving the beam reflected from the optical disk and passed through 
the objective lens and the optical path changing unit; and 

a detecting-correcting unit, arranged on the optical path between the optical path 
changing unit and the objective lens, detecting the thickness of the optical disk and correcting
